of the Emmanuel Baptist cliurcli, where 
tin) mutilated remains of Miss WiUi»mB 
were discovered on Saturday last. 


Miaa i,amont had been strangled to 


deatli, tlio imprints ol the assassin's 
finger nails upon her throat being plainly 
visible. 


SAN FitASictsco, April 15.— Theodore 


Durrant was today formally charged with 
the murder of Marion Willinmg. The 
warrant was Herved upon him in the 
city prison, sworn to by the ollicer who 
arrested him with thosignal corps sqnnl 
on Mount Diablo. The coroner's in- 
imest will bu held tomorrow. Tlio po- 
lice will produce their evidence regard- 
ing the nmrilor of both girls. They say 
they thiul: they have enough testimony 
to convict Durrant of the murder. 


Further mystery is added to the affairs 


of Emmanuel Baptist church by the re- 
port that Mrs. Ella Forsyth, who has 
been missing for a week, was also a 
member of the parisii's fatal place of 
•worship. Her husband, who has been 
Marching diligently for her, says she 
left homo to go to tho beach to Either 
shells.

SAN FIIASCISCO, April 15.—Since the 


two tragedies in Emmanuel Baptist 
church have come to light, there is talk 
that two oi the lots on which thechurch 
was erected were formerly occupied by 
a house that was believed by persons of 
nervous temperaments to bo haunted. 
However that may be, and persons of 
sound nerves are apt to be skeptical in 
the matter, certain it is that two of the 
preachers who occupied pulpils^lhere 
came prominently before the public Hi a 
sensational manner. 


Of tlio earlier pastors of the church, 


Itev. Charles Hughes committed suicide 
in Oakland, cutting his throat in a lit pi 
melaucholly. Another, 1. M. Kallock, 
shot Charles do Young to death, ami 
was given a sensaliunal trial, which re- 
sulted in ills acquittal. When tho pres- 
ent building was ready for occupancy it 
had cost nearly twice as much us ex- 
pected, and the congregation has ever 
since been struggling witli a debt ol 
$12,000. It will struggle no moie. lite 
hank will take the properly lor tho debt. 
IT.muianuel congregation w ill never meet 
there again. Its memborsare'uuwilliiig 
to enter tho polluted place or sit in the 
shadow ol th^) most atrocious crime ever 
committed in San Francieeo.
